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BISHOP MOORE’S PASTORAL 

ADDRESS, 
Ty the Protestant Episcopal Convention 
of Furginia. 

BRETHREN, 

It is with the most sincere 
happiness T inform you, that the Protest- 
ait Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Virginia, presents to the view of her 
friends, a prospect truly encouraging. 
The clouds of adversity, which for years 
have overspread her horizon, appear to 
be dispersing, and our Zion, animated 
by the beams of the Sun of Righteousness, 
is recovering fram her desolations, exhib- 
iting the.most heart cheering evidences 
of returiing health and vigor. In her 
restoration, are associated the most af- 
fecting recollections. It is the Church 
of our fathers, the sanctuary in which 
they worshipped the sovereign of Univer- 
sil Nature, and in which they expressed 
their erateful acknowledgements to the 
Redeemer of the world. Ather holy al- 
tars, we were offered up in infancy to the 
God of our salvation. Hallowed be the 
tourts which they have trodden,*and 
blessed be the altars at which they bow- 
ed in adoration ! 

Her children, to their honor be it men- 
tioned, have not deserted the Church of 
their fathers in her distress. ’Though 
they have noticee with streaming eyes 
and dleeding hearts the desolations of our 
Zion ; "though the prospect of her resto- 
ration at one period appeared almost 
hopeless, still, warmed by the genial in- 
fuences of filial affection, they have re- 
tained their allegiance to her interests, 
and preserved their attachment to her 
cause, May the blessings, fhe richest 
blessings of heaven, be’ their portivoa— 
May the arms of Jehovah be their refuge, 
and his bosom their pillow ! 

Conscious, Brethren, that the concerns 
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of the Church required the most prompt 
and vigoreus exertion, I have endeayour- 
ed to discharge.the duties, which devolve 
upon me, with fidelity ; and have extend- 
ed my labours as far as my Parochial en- 
gagements, and bodily strength would 
admit of. —M ¥ first excursion after the 
rising of the last Convention, was direct- 
ed toward the Eastern part of the Dio- 
cese. Ivisited the Church in Williams- 
burg, at which place I preached twice, 
and confirmed 18. I visited York, and 
reached to an attentive auditory twice. 
§ visited Norfolk, and preached several 


times in that Church toa very numerous \ 


auditory. confirmed near 200, and admin- 
istered the Lord’s Supper to as many. I 
crossed the river to Portsmouth, and ofli- 
ciated in the Church in that place. On 
my return to Richmond I visited thé 
county of Gloucester, preached in Abing- 
ton Charch in the morning, and in the 
evening lectured at the house of the ex- 
cellent Mrs. Page, the widow of the late 
Goveruor of this State. 

My next excursion was in company 
with Col. Patterson in the county of 
Chesterfield, in which district I preached 
once at the house of Col. Branch, and 
once in the Church at Falling Creek. A 
subscription was at that period opened 
for the repair of the Church, and money 
sufficient was subscribed upon the spot 
to answer the laudable purpose. 

In the month of August, [ left Rich 
mond in order to visit the Churches in 
the Northern section of the State. kf 
preached in the county of Culpepper int 
four different places, to large and respect- 
able congregations, and confirmed in ad- 
dition to those of the last year 18. In 
that place I also held an ordination, and 
admitted to the holy order of Deacon Ms, 
Clark Brown. In Fauquier, | also preac hea 
ed several! times to attentive auditortes, 
and confirmed 17, 


I then creased the 
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Blue Ridgeinto Frederick county and offi- 
ciated in Mr. Meade’s Chapel twice toa 
numerous and attentive congregation, aud 
confirmed 48. I then proceeded to the 
county of Jefferson, and preached at Har- 
per’s Ferry. The next object, which at- 
tracted my attention, was Shepherdstown 3 
in which place I founda very large and 
Spar assembly to whom [ preached, 
and administered the rite of confirma- 
tion to upwards of fifty. —From thence [ 
proceeded to Mr. Colson’s, and the next 
day preached to an interesting congreea- 
tion at the Edge of the North Mountain. 
I then proceeded to Martinsburg, where 
J officiated, and confirmed upwards of 
50. From thence I bent ny course to 
Winchester, when I also preached and 
confirmed 28.—HHaying performed my 
Episcopal duties in that district, UC again 
crossed the Blue Ridge, and went into 
the county-of Loudoun, and at Leesburgh, 
preached to a large congregation, con- 
firmed 40, and consecrated a handsome 
new Brick Church. May the zeal of its 
patrons, aud the piety of its worthy Ree- 
tor Mr. Dunn, meet with the blessing of 
heaven! I then visited the county of 
Prince-William, and preached to an at- 
tentive auditory in that place. I also 
visited and preached at Dumfries to a 
people, with whose orderly deportment | 
was much gratified, confirmed 18, and 
administered the Lord’s Supper to a 
goodly number.—I preached also at Aqua 
Church in the county of Stafford, and 
confirmed 17. On my return home, I vi- 
sited and preached at Fredericksburg to 
a very large congregation, confirmed up- 
wards of 60, and consecrated a handsome 
Brick edifice. The zeal of the members 
of that Church, entitles them to the love 
and veneration of their brethren, and the 

ious and indefatigal.!e exertions of their 

linister Mr. McGuire, merit my warm- 
est commendation. 

In addition to the cuties which I have 
enumerated, I have preached in the coun- 
zy of Hanover several times and have ad- 
ministered the Lord’s Supper to that peo- 
ple. I have also visited and preached 
upon a funeral occasion in the county of 
Surry.—I have preached (wice in Peters- 
burg : twice in Lunenburg, and confirm- 
ed 17.—I have also preached toa very 
large assembly in Powhatan. In Rich- 
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mond, Ihave also held a confirmatioy, » 
which ceremony about ome hundred ». 
ceived that holy rite. 

Itis my intention, Brethren, this §, 
to visit the Parishes North and South 
James River. It is impossivle for me » 
specify the precise time, but the congre. 
rations in that district of the Diocese ing, 
expect ine to be with them. 

It gives me great pleasure to menting, 
that a spirit of Gospel Industry appear 
to pervade the minds of all the Clergy— 
When each individual is doing his duty, 
it would be ungenerous to make the leas 
distinction. They possess my entire con. 
fidence, and they deserve it. May that 
Jesus, whose cause they venerate, an 
whose Empire they are endeavouring ty 
promete, own their labours, and crows 
their exertions with the most abundant 
success ! 

During the time brethren, in which the 
Lord Jesus Christ has conferred upon us 
so many blessings, [have to mevtion to 
you one instance of adversity, with which 
vur Zion has been visited since [ last ad. 
dressed you. The Venerable Dr. Care. 
ron, a Clergyman to whose piety was ai. 
ded a dignity of deportment becoming his 
years and standing, has been taken from 
our embrace: His little flock have been 
called to part with their beloved Pastor, 
and his widow and children have to |a- 
ment the loss of a husband and parent, 
endeared to them not only by the ties ot 
nature, but by the farthful and honorable 
discharge of the relative duties of lile. 
He died resigned to the will of heaven, 
and has entered into the joy of his Lord. 

My own congregation, brethren, con- 
tinue by their benevolent effurts, to ren- 
der my residence in this place agreeable; 
it has pleased God in mercy to raise me 
up friends among those, to whom until 
lately, [ was an entire stranger. May 
their friendship to me and my family 
meet its due reward ; may the blessings 
of divine love, be their present and eter: 
nal portion! 

I should be wanting in duty, were ! to 
pass over in silence the assistance whic! 
I derive from the labors of my friend Vr. 
Buchanan. ‘Though advanced in years; 
when nature requires retirement and re- 
pose, he engages every Sunday in the ¢s- 
charge of the public duties of the munis 
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tev § and, without any reward, except 
that which arises from the testi: nony of 
his own conscience, he labours ia the Gos- 
el. May his remaining days be crown- 
ed with happiness, and ‘his last end, the 
end of the righteous ei

[ have admitted as candidates for holy 
piders, Mr. John L. Bryan and Mr.

Lhave vi- 
sited Nortolk a second time, and preach- 
ed four times in that borough: confirmed 
§2, and baptized 15 children. I have al- 
60 visited Princess Anne, Orange, and 
Alvemarle, and preached in each place, 
to attentive and respectable congrega- 
tious.

oughts respecting the ancient cove- 
nant people of God, 
In alate number, we glanced at the 


signs of the tines, asindicatiag the speedy 
commencement of the universal reign of 
truth and righteousness. Allusion was had 
to the great exertions now making forevan- 
gelizing the heathen. contraste al with the 
remarkable inse usibility which appears 
still to pervade the Christian world as to 
any active exerlions to bring into the 
Gaspelfold « “ the dispersed of Israel.” 
Tn the present and succeeding numbers, 
it is our design to endeavour to awalren 
Gentile Christicns to an immediate at- 
tempt in behaif of the outcasts of Israel. 
‘Vhe overthrow of the « ity of Jerusalem, 

the destruction of the temple, and the 
dis persion of the children of Israel among 
all nations, affords 4 striking instance, 
not only of God’s abhorrence of sin, butof 
his faithfulness and veracity. ‘These ter- 
riblejudements were in flicted as the just 
reward of their iniquities. ‘The word of 
Jehovah was ple dged to ac complish the 
woes that he had denounced ; and al- 
though he endured with much long-suffer- 
ing their multiplied provocations, rand de- 
F wed speedily to execute retributive jus- 
tice upon them fur their evil works, yet 
when the measure of their guilt was full, 
and the measure of his forbearance was 
exhausted, he poured upon them the 
fierceness of his indignation, and made it 
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manifest to the world that he wasa God 
of judgment. 

Did the Lord threaten to inflict these 
calamities upon this nation, and has he 
done so ? He has likewise promised that 
he would remember his covenant @ith Ja- 
cob, and Isaac, and Abraham: and nota 
word shall fail of all the gracious things 
he hath sporen concerning them. 

For many ages the Jews have been 
scattered among all nations, whither the 
Lord hath carried them away captive.— 
Christians, Mahometans, and Pagans, 
have each, in their turn, contributed 
largely to fill the cupof their misery and 
degradation : every where they have been 
loaded with the most degrading epithets : 
every where the finger of scorn and deri- 
sion has been pointed at them; every 
where they have been * a by-word, and 
astonishment, and a proverb.” Stripes, 
bends, and imprisonment have not satis- 
fied the rage of their unrelenting perse- 
cutors; but how many thousands and 
tens of thousandsdave, on the slightest 
pretexts, been massacred, to glut the ven- 
geance of their enemies; persecuted in 
one city or country, they have fled to an- 
other, only toexperience fresh calamities, 
and again to seek their safety by flight— 
but in defiance of the edicts of princes, 
and the effects of popular odium, in the 
face of the most sweeping and bloody 
persecutions the world has ever witness- 
ed, this wonderful nation remaina dis- 
tinct people: a standing monument of 
the veracity, as well asthe VENGEANCE, 
of the most High! And is there in the 
catalogue of human woes, and of the 
dreadful curses denounced against rebel- 
lious Israel, one which has hot been in- 
flicted on them? Have they not already 
drank, to the very dregs, the cup of trem- 
bling ? Why may we not then conclude 
that the time, yea, the set time to favour 
them, the day of their deliverance is at 
hand? * 
~ Butis it urged, that great and peculiar 
obstacies present themselves to the con- 
version of the Jews. ‘This is acknowledg- 
ed ; but there is much, very much to en- 
courage the undertaking. There were 
sreat and peculiar obstacles to be en- 
countered in the first attempts to intro- 
duce Christianity among the heathen ; 
but these haye all beeo surmounted, be- 
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cause it was the work ofthe Lord, and 
he always furnishes means adequate ty 
the accomplishment of all his PUrpo ) 
And here let it be remarked, that in ont 
to the conversion of the heathen, it ws 
necessary to find faithful men, why 
cyunted not their lives dear unto them, 
selves; who were willing tocrogs tem, 
pestuous seas, and to forego the Enjoy. 
ment of worldly comfort, for the loy 
they bore to the name of Jesus. A poy, 
erful obstacle, also presented itself jp 
acquiring the various languages of the 
heathen. These, and many other diff. 
culties of equal magnitude arose : hy 
the great work was commenced, and the 
effects already manifest, have put to ¢. 
lence the voice of oppos.tion : the nameg 
of those who commenced the glorious 
work are registered in the hearts of the 
faithful, and will be had in everlasting 
remembrance ! ’ 

But these obstacles: do not present 
themselves in our attempts to bring about 
the conversion of the Jews. They area 
mong ourselves, and we have daily ay 
opportunity to converse with, and to eu- 
lighten, them, No ocean intervenes be. 
tween them and Christians; no difficul. 
ties arise in relation to acquiring their 
language. Hence every Christian may, 
ina limited sense, be a missionary amoig 
them ; of course, the necessary pecunia- 
ry contribution to effect the object will 
be comparatively inconsiderable. 

Will it still be objected to the work 
proposed, that so deeply rooted are the 
prejudices of the Jews against the Gos- 
pel, that they cannot be overcome ? We 
simply answer, that the oath and promise 
of Jehovah is engaged to effect the work, 
and he will perform it. 

We feel assured that the hearts of 
thousands of our brethren, beat in unison 
with what has been said on this interest- 
ing subject ; and that they are only wait 
ing to see the standard erected; to be- 
holda rallying point: to see the great 
work commenced, and an association 
formed for the purpose; and they will 
join the ranks, and rejoice to lend their 
aid in bringing about the wonderful cde- 
signs of Providence in relation to this 
subject. 

t then a Society of faithful men be 
organized, to deliberate on this weighty 
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concern. and to seek direction from on 
hick ; and having digested a plan of o- 
pations. let them enter immediately on 
the work 3 let a correspondence be opened 
with the Society lately established in En- 
gland for the promotion of Christionity 
among the Jews: let a circular be pre- 
red and addressed to different religious 
Societies, ov to individuals who feel in- 
wrested in the cause, in various parts of 
orrown country. What may not be hop- 
el from such combined exertions in such 
acause! Who does not feel animated 
with the prospect ! Who does not exult 
in the privilege of being foremost tn the 
blessed undertaking ! For the Lord Gov, 
who gathereth the outcasts of Israel saith, 
« the sous of strangers shail buildup thy 
walls ; for in my wrath I smote thee, but 
in my favour have £ had mercy upon thee. 
Whereas thou hast been forsaken and hat- 
ed, so that no man went through thee, I 
will make thee an eternal exceilency the 
joy of many generatious.”

APOCALYPTIC CHURCHES, 
Wehave just received some late religious 

intelligence from one of our correspon- 
dents in England. We have room in 
this Number, only for the following in- 
teresting extract of a letter from the 
Rev. H. Lindsay, chaplain to the em- 
bassy of Constanti hale, relative to the 
present state of the Mvrocurreric 
Cuurcues 3 copied from the corres- 
pondence of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. 
Constantinople, January 10, 1816. 
When last | wrote to you, | was or the 
point of setting out on a short excursion 
into Asia-Minor. ‘Travelling hastily, as 
I was @¢onstrained to do, from the cir- 
cumstances of my situation, the informa- 
tion L could procure was necessarily su- 
perfic.ul and unsatisfactory. As, howe- 
ver, I distributed the few books of the 
Seciety, which I was able to carry 
with me, [ think it necessary to give some 
account of the course I took. The regu- 
lar intercouse of England with Smyrna, 
will enable you to procure as accurate in- 
telligence ef its present state, as any I 
can pretend to offer. 
From the conversations | had with the 
Greek Bishop and his clergy, as well as 
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various well-informed individuals, T am 
led to suppose, that, if the population of 
Smyrna be estimated at 140,000 inhabit- 
ants, there are from 15 to 20,000 Greeks, 
6006 Armenians, 5000 Catholics, 140 
Protestants, and 11,000 Jews. 

After Sinyrna, the first place I visited 
was Ephesus, or rather (as the site is not 
quite the same.) Aiasalick, which con- 
sists of about fifteen poor cottages. I[ 
found there but three Christians: two 
brethers who kept a small shop, anda 
gardener. ‘They are all three Greeks, and 
their ignorance is lamentable indeed. In 
that place, which was blessed so long 
with an apostle’s labours, and those of 
his zealous assistants, are Christians who 
have not so much as heard of that apostle, 
or seem only to recognize the name of 
Paul as one in the calender of their saints, 
One of them [ found able to read a litle, 
and left with him the New Testament in 
ancent and modern Greek. which he ex. 
pressed a strong desire to read, and pro- 
mised me he would not only study it hime 
self. but lend it to his friends in the 
neighbouring villages. My next object 
was tosee Laodicea.. In the road to this, 
is Guzel-hisar, a large town, with one 
Church, and about 700 Christians. 

In conversing with the priests here, I 


found them so little acquainted with the - 


Bible, or even the New ‘Testament, in an 
entire form, that they had no distinct 
knowledge of the books it contained, he- 
yond the four Gospels; but mentioned 
them indiscriminately, with various idle 
legends ani lives of saints. 

Lhave sent thither three copies of the 
modern Greek ‘Testament since my re- 
turn. About three miles from Laodicea 
is Denizli, which has been styled, but I 
am inclined to think erroneously, the an- 
cient Colosse : itis a considerable town, 
with about 400 Christians, Greeks, and 
Armenians, each of whom has a Church. 
I regret, however, to say, that here also 
the most extravagant tales of miracles, 
and fabulous accounts of angels, saints, 
and relics, had so usurped the place of the 
Scriptures, as to render it very difficult 
to separate, in their minds, divine truths 
from huinan inventions. I felt, that here 
that unhappy time was come, when men 
should “turn away their ears from the 
truth, and be turned unto fables.” 











Thad with me some copies of the Gos- 
pels in ancient Greek, which I distribut- 
ed here, as in some other places through 
which J had passed. Eski-hisar, close to 
which are the remains of ancient Laodi- 
cea, contains about fifty poor inhabitants, 
in which number are but two Christians, 
who live together in a small mill. Un- 
happily, neither could read atall. ‘Vhe 
copy, therefore, of the New ‘Testament 
which Tintended for this Church, I left 
with that of Denizli, the ofispring and 
poor remains of Laodicea and Colosse ; 
the prayers of the Mosque are the only 
pray ers which are heard near the ruins of 
saodicea, on which the threat seems to 
have been fully executed, in its utter re- 
jection asa Church. 


I left it for Philadelphia, now Alah- 
shehr. It was gratifyipg to find at last 
some surviving fruits of early zeal; and 
here, at least, whatever may be lost of the 
spirit of Christianity, there is still the 
Phe of a Christian Church: this has 
been kept from the hour of temptation, 
which came upon all the Christian world, 
There are here about 1000 Christians, 
chiefly Greeks, who, for the most part, 
speak only Turkish; there are twenty- 
five places of public worship, five of 
which are large, regular Churches; to 
these there is a_ resident bishop, with 
twenty inferior clergy. A copy of the 
modern Greek Testament was received 
by the bishop with great thankfulness. 1 
quitted Alah-shehr, deeply disappointed 
at the statement I received there of the 
Church of Sardis. I trusted that, in its 
utmost trials, it would not have been 
suffered to perish utterly, and I heard 
with surprise, that not a vestige of it re- 
mained. With what satisfaction, then, 
did I find, on the plains of Sardis, a small 
Church establishment : the few Christians 
who dwell around modern Sart, were 
anxious tosettle there,and erecta Church, 
as they wefe in the habit of meeting at 
each other’s houses, for the exercise of 
religion ; from this design they were pro- 
hibited by Kar “Osman Oglu, the Turkish 
governor of the district, and, in conse- 
quence, about five years ago, they built a 
Church upon the plain, within view of 
ancient Sardis, and there they maintain 
apriest. The place has gradually risen 
inte a little village, now called Tatar- 
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Keny ; thither the few Christians ofa 
who amounted to seven, and tho ] 
immediate vicinity, resort for Public io 
ship, and form together a congrezatign « 
about forty. There appears then sti 
remnant, « a few names. even in Sardia? 
which have'been preserved. I cannotys, 
peat the expressions of gratitude with 
which they received a copy of the Neg 
Testament, ina language with which they 
were familiar. Several crowded aby 
the priest, to hear it on the spot ; and] 
left them thus engaged. Ek-hisar, the 
ancient Thyatira, is said to contain aboy 
30,000 inhabitants, of whom S000 gy 
Christians, all Greeks, except a!out xy 
Armenians. ‘There is, however, but oy 
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Greek Church, and one Armenian. iy 
superior of the Greek Church, to whom] M 
presented the Romaic Testament, esteem. 
ed ‘tso great a treasure, that he earned. 
ly pressed me, if possibie, to spare ato. a 
ther, that one might be secured to thy Be 
Church, and free from accidents, while ‘ 
the other went round among the people, “4 
fur their private reading J have there, ‘4 
fore, since my return hither, sent hin ( 
four copies. ; 
The Church of Pergamos, in respect ty r 
numbers,‘inay be said to flourish still iy a 
Bergamo. ‘The town is less than Ak-\i. \ 
sar, but the number of Christians is about h 
as great, the proportion of Armenians t | 
Greeks nearly the same, and each i ! 
tion also has one Church. The bishop of 
the district, who occasionally resides 
there, was-at that time absent, and Lex- 
perienced, with deep regret, that the re- | 





sident clergy were tgtaily incapable of 
estimating the gift 1 intended them ; | 
therefore delivered the ‘Testament to the 
lay vearof the bishop, at his urgent re- 
quest, he having assured me, that the bi- 
shop would highly prize so valuable an 
acquisition to the Church; he seemed 
much pleased that the benighted state of 
his nation had excited the attention ol 
strangers. , 
Thus, sir, I have left, at least, one co- 
y of the unadulterated word of God, at 
each of the seven Asiatic Churches of the 
apocalypse, and I trust they are not tt- 
terly thrown away: but, whoever may 
plant, it is God only who can give the in- 
crease ; and from his goodness, we may 
hope, they will, in due time, bring forte
